The Crimean campaign is remembered 
sentimentally fo r the futile charge o f the 
Rritish light brigade at the .seapo rt o f 
Balaklava, and in humanitarian terms fo r 
the beginnings o f military nursing under 
Flo rence Nightingale. 
In the materiali.« tie 
View o f po wer po litics, it was impo rtant fo r 
o ther reaso ns, it brmight France and Eng­ 
land Into alliance after centuries o f o ppo ­ 
sitio n. creating a blo c in western Euro pe 
vhich has persisted to the present. It dem­ 
o nstrated bo th the po s>ilbility o f transpo rt­ 
ing and maintaining a sizable ex peditio nary 


fo rce tho usands o f miles fro m supply base.s, 
and the tremendo us pro blems invo lved. And 
it A>ade the rest o f Euro pe clearly aware o f 
the fix ed idea in Russian po licy o f bunting 
its geo graphic barriers to the rest o f the 
wo rld. 
The 
Ko rean 
campaign 
has similarly 
bro ught into alliance a number o f natio ns 
which befo re last year were inclined to re­ 
gard co llective actio n in rather academic 
terms. !t has also revealed the practicality 
o f suppo rting an ex peditio nary fo rce In t 
highly inaccessible ares. 
And it has cer­ 
tainly written, larger than ever, the dl- 
termined aim o f the Russians, fro m Peter 
the Great to Stalin, to ex fMind thro ugh 
weak o r unsuspecting defenses into new 
territo ries. 
A generatio n after Crimea the Russians 
tried the weak spo t o f Turkey again, in the 
Balkan war* preceding Sar» )evo .

The ho usewife kno w» her 
budget fro m A to Z, and kno w­ 
ing it in that detail she is bet­ 
ter able to stick to it. The same 
canno t be said abo ut co ngress. 
It kno ws o nly what the mo ney 
“askers” tell it. 
This bill repo rted o ut by the co mmittee 
wo uld pro vide the nccessar> to o ls fo r co n­ 
gress to really kno w the federal budget in 
detail and with which to ex ercise adequate 
i o ntro ls o ver the ex penditure o f public 
funds by the ex ecutive branch o f the go v­ 
ernment. Co ngress wo uld no lo nger be at 
the mercy o f the bureaucrats abo ut getting 
the real info rmatio n o n ex penditures and 
the abso lute needs fo r funds. 
Co ngress wo uld be equipped by the bill 
to meet its respo nsibilities to the public 
o n appro priatio ns. The bill pro po .ses a jo int 
io mmHtee o n the budget, with an ex pert 
staff that co uld fully analyze the budget 
pro po sed by the president.
